Entire District Along the Colorado 
River Swept by Raging Tor- 
rents Without Notice 


RISE WAS RAPID AND FATAL 


Farming Section Washed by Currents

LIVE STOCK DROWNED IN NUMBERS 


Anything Like an Accurate Estimate 
of the Loss of Life Is So Far Im- 
possible, While the Damage 
Runs Way Up in Big 
Figures. 


Austin, Tex., June 9.—Information tonight 
the

and property. All telegraph and telephone 
wires are prostrated, whie great tracts of

wheat and corn have been devastated by 


the raging waters. Several people are 
known to Lave perished, and many more 
are unaccounted for at present. 
Tonight's reports say the river rose so 
Tapidly at San Saba that farmers and peo- 
Ple living in the lowlands were unable to 
make their escape. H. H. Wells, a promi- 
nent farmer living a few miles north of the 
city, in attemptinr to rescue his family by 
boat, lost two daughters and barely suc- 
ceeded in saving his own life and that of 
his wife and one small child. The body of 
one of the daughters, Lydia, was recovered 
today, hanging from the top of a tree. 


During the day samething like 100 peo- 


ple, who had been swept away in the first | 
flush of the flood, were rescted by means | 


of volunteer parties in boats from their 
Perilous positions in tree tops. There are 
quite a number of these unaccounted for, 
and it may be that they have been drown- 
ed, although searching parties are still out 
looking for them. 

The entire wheat crop was swept away by 
the flood, thus entailing a loss of thousands 
of dollars. Cattle, ‘horses and hogs were 
drowned by the hundreds, and their car- 
casses have been washed away by the cur- 
rent. From@all reports obtainable below 
San Saba, the entire country has been laid 
waste, and the loss from the flood is almost 
beyond accurate estimate at this time, 
though it is thought to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000. 

Today at noon the water was receding 
very rapidly, and it is believed that the 
worst is over.

property. Naturaily they desire the im- 
provement to go where it will benefit the 
etate financially, and there is no question 
that the erection of a $500,000 passenger 
station on the present site would add im- 
mensely to the value of the stafe’s prop- 
erty, because at the end of twenty-one 
years the present lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad will expire. In making a 
new lease 2 handsome and commodious 
passenger station, aithough it may beiung 
to the railroads, will greatly increase the 
rental, 

Speaking of the situation, Mr. George C. 
Smith, president of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad, stated yesterday that At- 
lanta would certainly have a new depot 
before many months. He said: 

“The roads are ready to build a station 
whenever they can get the city and state 
to co-operate. ‘Three verbal propositions 
have been made by the roads and all have 
deen declined. We first asked the state to 
close Pryor street so that we might erect a 
station on the present grade. The city 
council replied that it would never con- 
sent to the closing of Pryor street. 

“We next offered to build the station on 
the present site if the state would allow 
us to elevate the tracks, starting the ele- 
vation under Forsyth street bridge, and 
provided the grade would not exeeed 1 per 
cent. The city found that this would re- 
Quire a cut of more than five feet at White- 
hall street in order to get a clearance of 
twelve feet under the tracks. 

“The city wanted the roads to begin ele- 
vating the tracks 100 feet or more west of 
Forsyth street bridge. Some of the roads 
objected to this on the ground that the ele- 
vated tracks would cut their yards in two 
and would greatly damage their property. 
80 that proposition was declined. 

“Next the roads proposed to uild a sta- 
tion extending from Loyd street to White- 
hall on the present grade if Pryor etreet 
Was closed and if the city would build @ 
Vaduct across Whitehall street from Ala- 
bama to Peachtree. It was announced by 
Oficials*of the state that the city had no 
control of the Pryor street crossing 4nd 
that it was entirely within the province of 
the legislature to close it. The city council 
declined to buil@ a viaduct over Whitehall 
street, and thus the three propositions sub- 
mitted by the rcads fell through. 

“Subsequently the city council appointed 
® special committee to confer with the 
representatives of the roads and the'mayor 
has communicated with the committe. I 
am of the opinion that the city and state 
and railroads wil! get together, that conces- 
sions will be made and that finally we will 
6et a handsome new station. 

“It is difficult for the roads to make a 
Proposition in writing until they: find out 
What the city and the state will do, for the 
Teason that the boards of directors control- 
ling the roads entering Atlanta must au- 
thorize the expenditure which will be neces- 
Sary. I believe that all the presidents and 
Managers of the roads in this city will 
Wge upon the directors the necessity of this 
improvement, and that the proper authority 
will be given in each case. It should be re- 
membered, however, that the officials of 
the roads should have some definite under- 
Blanding with the city and state to present 
to their boards of directors. 

“I think the outlook for a new station is 
Very encouraging.”

Committemen Agree There Is No Time 
To Waste in Depot Matter, 


MAYOR CHAIRMAN COMMITTEE 


Only One Mreting Has bern Held and 
Then Practically Nothing Done. 


RICE FAVORS CONFERENCE WITH ROADS 


Turner Says Council Is Witting To Co. 
operate—What Other Com-nittee- 
men Have To Say. 


In view of the.recent announcement of the 
State railroad commission that it intended 
to ascertain what the city and roads intend. 
ed to do relative to the depot problem, the 
special committee of the city counc# ap- 
pointed some weeks ago feels that the city 
should make no delay in conferring with 
the raads and arriving if possible at some 
Solution of the matter as quickly as possi- 
ble Mayor Woodward, the chairman of the 
committee, has only called one meeting, 
and it was agreed then to confer with the 
railway authorities. The chairman has not 
called another meeting, so far as known, 
and no one seems to have any idea when 
this conference is to be held. In other 
=n mattens appear to be dt a stand- 

This is what the committeemen say of the 
situation: 

Alderman Rice: I think we should see 
if the roads mean business. A confer- 
ence should be held with them, and the 
city should do all in its power to build 
a depot, looking to the protection of 
Atlanta and the people on whatever is 
the most equitable plan of co-operation. 

Alderman Turner: The city, I think, 
should do all in its power to build a 
depot commensurate with the needs of 
the public now and for years to come. 
The council is willing to co-operate with 
the roads to that end. Gome steps 
should be taken right away. There is no 
time for delay. 

Councilman Hammond: I think the city 
and the roads should ge@é fogether on 
this depot matter, and build a depot. 
There is no time to be wasted. 

Councilman Pope: Let the city and 
roads get together on this depot mat- 
ter right away. Let the roads make us 
a direct proposition in writing, or let the 
city propose to the roads to build a 
depot by bridging Whitehall etreet at 
their expense. That etrikes me as being 
the best solution of the problem. 


SHELTON ASKS FOR DAMAGES 


Suit Against the City on Account of 
Viaduct on Trial. 


WILL MAKE A VERDICT TODAY 


Testimony Is Presented by City Fath- 
ers and Others Who Tell of the 
Warehouse. 


The ‘éase of Shelton against the city has 
been on trial before Judge Candler in the 
Civil braneh of the superior court for sev- 
eral days. The argument was begun yes- 
terday afternoon, and will be complsted 
this morning, when the jury will take the 
measure of damages under considesation. 

At the time the new viaduct over the 
raijroad tracks on Mitchell street was 
being contemplated by the city govern- 
ment, Mr. Shelton entered a complaint, 
in which he said his warehouse, wh.ch 
fronts on Mitchell street, and extends 
from Nelson street to the railroads, would 
be greatly injured if the viaduct was con- 


structed. 

He vigorously fought the proposed im- 
provement, but was defeated before covn- 
cil. He stated that the viaduct, if erected 
on the proposed leve?t, would place almost 
a half of his warehouse under the surface 
of the street, and would interfere with 
his access into the building and his rail- 
road entrance. There were other reasons 
which he said would cause him a rgeat 
deal of inconvenience if the big bridge was 
built. 

He was unable to prevail *n the c-ty to 
award h'm any remuneration for the in- 
juries which he claimed he was si'sta.n- 
ing. He endeavored to secure a ccompro- 
mise, which the city refused. He atiempt- 
ea to get 1 permanent injunction to stop 
the construction of the viaduct. This 
proved unsuccessful, ana a suit for dum- 
ages was brought.

This communication was handed Drs, 
Carnes & Carnes, the Atlanta humane po- 
lice, and their attention directed to its con- 
tents.

W. E. Carnes, ‘“‘that an elephant would be 
worried by a few insects when it is neces-~- 
sary to use a spike and plunge it several 
inches into her skin in order to attract 
her attention.

That part of the car has 
large glass windows which extend aiound 
the sides, giving the passengers a spleadid 
opportunity to view the scenery along the 
line. There are a dozen chairs in the 
apartment, all luxuriously upholstered. 

These observation cars have ten Pullman 
sections. As a car starts from Atlanta ev- 
ery day, it gives the travelers from this 
and neighboring cities the advantage of 
booking berths with a certainty. liereto- 
fore passengers from Atlanta have bad 
to take their.chances in the Memphis and 
New Orleans sleepers... The travel of the 
limited trains became so heavy that 
frequently Atlamgtians had difficulty in 
securing berths.

CHANGES WILL OCCUR AT ONCE 


Made Necessary by the Re-establish- 
ing of Department of Texas. 


ORDER WAS ISSUED YESTERDAY MORNING 


Changes All Occur in the First Artil- 
lery, Which Is the Only Regiment 
in This Department. 


—-—< 


The re-establishing of the department of 
Texas has made necessary a redistribution 
of troops in this department. A general 
order, numbered 14, was issued yesterday 
morning in regard to the matter. All the 
changes are among the artillery stations. 
As a matter of fact, there is only one com. 
pany of infantry in the department of the 
gulf, company B, Seventh inantry, station- 
ed at Fort McPherson. Beside this com- 
pany there is only one regiment in the 
entire department, the First artillery, 
which has its headquarters on Sullivan's 
island and which is scattered from Texas 
to the Atlantic coast. 

When it was announced several weeks ago 
that the department of Texas would be 
re-established it bcame evident that the 
artillery troops in thig dpartment would 
have to be changed in station somewhat, 
In omer to comply with the order from the 
war department, 

The general order fssued yesterday by 
First Lieutenant John T. Martin, acting ad- 
jutant general of the department, by order 
of General Frank, is as follows: 

“Pursuant to instructions from the war 
department, the following distribution of 
the artillery troops in this department is 
ordered and will be carried into effect with 
&s jittle delay as practicable:

Rosa Carlisle Asks Divorce on 
Account of Cruel Treatment.

She Says He Shook Money in Her Face ,

Rosa Carlisle filed a sit for divorce 
against her husband, James Carlisle, yes- 
terday. She alleges cruel treatment and 
other causes as the foundation for a decree 
of separation. The petitioner alleges that 
she was married to the defendant on Feb- 
ruary 30, 18%. Ghe says at that time she 
had a house and Jot in this city, and that 
her husband persuaded her to mortgage 
it in order to secure $1,200, which he said 
he needed to improve his business. 

It is alleged that after the money was 
secured, Carlisle used some of it in his 
business, and misused other portions of it. 
She said he had not paid the amount of 
the mortgage, and that the home had been 
sold. 

The petition alleges cruel treatment as 
foilows: ’ 

“For the past four or five years, peti- 
tloner’s said husband has persisted in 
treating her in a most crue] and inhuman 
manner, During said time, while living 
with her, he cursed and abused her and 
Called her many vile names too indecent 
for the public records. 

“At various times he most falsely and 
maliciously accused and upbraided peti- 
tioner with being jealous of himself and 
petitioner's daughters by a former hkws- 
band. 

“He often told petitioner that if she be- 
gan any legal proceedings against him, that 
he would, in reply, bring many dirty 
charges “against her; charges which ‘he 
knew to be false, but that would degrade 
her in the estimation of the community, 
and result in the ruining of her character. 
: “Petitioner further shows that on the 
morning of March 6, 1899, she was too ill 
to attend to her household affairs: her said 
husband ordered her to arise and prepare 
his breakfast. Upon her protesting her 
iiiness and asking him to make a fire, he 
cursed petitioner, applying to her many 
Wie epithets, struck at and choked her 
and afterwards pushed wer down on the 
floor. 

“Petitioner’s said husband then and 
there tried to take away all the furni- 
ture, and was only prevented from doing 
®0 by the police. Said husband then and 
there shook a rol] of bills at her and said 
he would see her go hungry while he him- 
self would have plenty.” 

Mrs. Cartisle alleges tnat her husband 
bs a cabinet maker. The petition asks’ for 


a temporary injunction to keep the de- 
fendant from disposing of any of his prop- 
erty, or leaving the city.

BURGLARIES CHARGED TO HIM 


Charles Russell Arrested at Imperial 
Theater Last Night. 


SPOTTED BY A PAWNBROKER

Among the articles stolen were eight or 
ten watches, and it was ascertained by 
the city detectives that several of these 
watches had been pawned by a mulatto. 
ine thing to do was to spot the man. 

Last night Charlies Russell was pointed 
out to Patrolman Sam Shepard by a 
pawnbroker as the negro.who.had left a 
watch at his shop. for a loan. Russell was 
enjoying the show and expressed great 
indignation at being arrested. At the 
police barracks he at first refused to geive 
his name and had to be forced to do so 
by a threat of imprisonment in the dun- 
geon. 

The detectives say that they will prove 
that Russell has pawned nearly a dozen 
gold watches lately, and that the burgla- 
ries of several stores and residences will 
be fastened upon him. They believe that 
Russell burglared the postoffice and the 
saloon on Peachtree street last week. 

The prisoner decligd to talk to a Con- 
stitution réporter when first questioned.
